” Carter Asks More Concorde Landing Sites 


Brock Adams said in announcing 
the administration's decision. 

Mr. Adams said the Carter ad- 
ministration still supports a 16- 
month test period for Concorde 
at Kennedy International Airport 
in New York City. That test, ap- 
proved at the same time as the 
one at Dulles, has been blocked 
by the Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey, which 
operates Kennedy Airport. A fed- 
eral appellate court in New York 
is currently debating the legality 
of the Port Authority's action. 

Mr, Adams said “yes” when ask- 
ed if the practical effect of. the 
Concorde proposal was to close 
the production line for the Brit- 
ish-French aircraft at 16 planes. 

That is because Concordes as 
presently manufactured cannot 
meet the nolse standerds thet the 
proposed U.S, rule would impose 
on them. . 

In addition to levying stringent 
long-range nolse standards on new 
supersonics, the administration’s 
proposed rule also forbids 
Concorde operations into U.S. air- 
porte between 10 pm, and 7 am. 

Other cities which could get 
Concorde flights under the pro- 
posed ruling are Anchorage, Bos- 
ton, Dallas, Honolulu, Les Ange- 
les, Miami, Houston, Chicago,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 33 (THT). 
—President Carter will leave Nov, 
22 on an 11-day trip to eight na- 
Wons, Including the first visit by 
8 US. chief executive to black 
Africa since World War II, the 
White House announced today. 

Mr, Zbigniew Brzezinski, the 
President's security adviser, said 
that Mir. Carter wil visit Vene- 
zuela, Brazil, Nigeria, Indis, Iran, 
France, Poland and Belgium, Mr. 
Brezezinski told reporters that 
the trip “is to promote the sort 
of world we want to Hye in." 

The visits to South America, 
Africa, Asia and Europe will un- 
derline traditional U.S. ties, widen 
the scope of U.S relations and 
symbolize cooperation with “sys- 
tems different from ours,” Mr. 
Grzezinski said, 

He added that the President 
will ke accompanied on the trip, 
his second abroad since taking 
office, by his wife Roselynn, 
Secretary of Blate Cyrus Vance 
and other administration officials. 
Mr, Carter traveled to Europe in 
the spring, 

No Mideast Stop 

Asked why the President was 
not stopping in the Middle East, 
the national security adviser seid, 
“Yhere are just so many things 
you can include in an itinerary.” 

In answer to another question, 
Mr. Brzezinski said that plan- 
ners of the trip had not con- 
sidered a possible meeting with 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev. 

He said that a visit to Nigeria 
had been included because the 
administration consiters that na- 
tion “a most important African 
country” which has had a “mod. 
erating influence” in African af- 
fairs. He added that US. Am- 
bassador to the UN Andrew Young 
will probably accompany Mr. Car- 
ter on his visif there.

Asked about the stop n Poland, 
Mr. Brrezinski said that Poland 
was a country with ethnic ties to 
the United States and that the 
visit would also underlme U.S.

Brazilian, Iranian Differences

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Controlling U.S. Nuclear Exports 


It seems about a million years ago that 
candidate Jimmy Carter was taking a forth- 
right, “way-out” stand on nuclear-nonpro- 
Uferation issues, And it seems almost 88 
long sinee his early days in office, when 
_ Mi. Carter's representatives appeared deter- 
mined to fulfill his commitment by any 
means short of nuclear ‘war. His appointees 
settled down and got wise. So wise, in fact, 
that it began to lock as if there were nothing 
the Carter administration could not be in- 
duced to tolerate where the proliferation- 
connected “needs” of other nations were 
conzerned, . 

It now seems as if some balance is being 
restored. Carter administration prodding 
has resulted in progress toward an agree- 
ment among nuclear supplier nations to 
tighten up the controls on thelr exports. 
And, perhaps more important as a sign of 
its renewed concern, the administration has 
come off a very short-sighted position it was 
taking on legislation establishing standards 
for our own nuclear exports that 15 now 
pefore the House. aie 

Until very recently the spokesmen for the 
administration were trying to keep this 
legislation tied up in the House Rules Com- 
mittee. One of the provisions of the bill 
they had decided to oppose was that which 
made the likelihood of “timely warning” of 
apy diverting of nuclear materials to bomb- 
making purposes e standard against which 
nuclear exports would have to be judged. In 
other words, the 5ill’s principal author, Rep. 
Jonathan Bingham, D-N.¥., and its co-spon- 
sors ‘had buiit into the legislation the thor- 
oughly sensible position that the much- 
talked-about “safeguarding” of nuclear ma- 
terials from misuse must rest on the ability 
of the international community to discover— 
in time to do something about it—that, let 
us say, fuel was being diverted for use in 
explosives. Administration representatives 
who were disposed to regard this as a ter- 
tible burden on those friends and allies who 
intend to go down the plutonium-reprocess- 
ing road (a procedure that in its preferred 
forms does not permit very “timely warn- 
ing”) trled to get the provision removed. 
Finally and fortunately the White House in- 
tervened and approved the addition of lan- 
guage that effectively restored the “timely 
warning” provision. 

This episode offers a good illustration of 


why the Bingham legislation itself and its 
counterpart now deing worked out in the 
Senate deserve ta be passed. The ‘proposed 
statute will provide ἃ much-needed set of 
congressionally approved standards and 
sanctions and goals concerning U.S. exports 
of nuclear technology and materials abroad. 
And that should make the good sense of any 
nuclear-export program the United States 
follows much less dependent on and vulner- 
able to the whims and fashions- of the 
moment, or the ability of its diplomats to 


- keep their perspective and resist flerce pres- 


‘Sure from allies and client states, or the fact 
that one agency bureaucrat may have out- 
witted another in a policy war. 

All these things, by the way, in addition 
to intense heat from the nuclear industry, 
were in fact what did combine to weaken the 
administration’s antiproliferation position in 
recent months. And bureaucratic and in- 
dustry pressures also played a role in the 
dramatic rejection in the House on Tuesday 
of Mr. Carter's plea to defer work on the 


Clinch River breeder reactor. Within this’ 


administration, especially among many 
people from the old AEC and ERDA, there 
has long been something less than 100-per- 
cent support—to put it mildly—for Mr. Qar- 
ter’s own desire to put the brakes on ‘the 
drive torard a plutonium economy. 

Mr. Carter wants to explore alternatives to 
going in that direction at all and, if these do 
not materialize, at the very least to relate 
the development of plutonium-—based energy 


production to some kind of international — 


discipline to control this dangerous bomb- 
related substance. 

The White House intervention that helped 
restore some good provisions to the export- 
control bill in the House may be a sign that 
Mr. Carter is now alert to the rapidity with 
which a position can be disfigured when a 
president fails to insist that he means what 
he says. We hope this is the case, Never 
mind that the initial Carter moves on nuclear 
nonproliferation were pretty rough and 
tumble or that there was merit to some as- 
pects of the more restrained and reasonable 
approach that was subsequently taken toward 
certain U.S. ‘allies. The point \s that on the 
big, broad, central questions of nuclear non- 
proliferation, the President was right the 
first time.

Vorster Rallies the Faithful 


Evidently protest is so popular in South 
Africa these days that Prime Minister Vorster 
wants his white supporters to do some pro- 


testing ‘too, The target will be outsiders— . 


the Carter administration in particular—who 
have lately’ been increasingly outspoken in 
their criticism of his government's racial 
policies. The vehicle for protest will be a 
snap election among South Africa's whites— 
the only group that has the vote—on Nov. 30, 
a year and a half before it would have 
been required.

standpoint and that of my ministers that no 
other country has the right to interfere in 
our affairs or prescribe to us.”

Underlying this effort to rally the faithful 
—more and more of whom have lately ex- 
pressed their dismay at some of the govern- 


ment's polictes—is a plan for more funda- - 


mental change. The new ParHament’s major 
task will be to approve a new constitution 
that would ‘create two new assemblies, sup- 
plementing the present Parliament that rep- 
resents 4.3 million whites. One assembly 
would represent the 2.4 million persons of 
mixed race (“coloreds” in South African 
parlance), the other the 750,000 Indians (or 
“Asians"). Each would supposedly legislate 
for its own community, The majority in 
each would appoint members—six whites, 
three “coloreds,” two Asians—to a council 
that would, in turn, elect a strong president 
with sweeping executive powers. : 
The transparent purpose of this exercis 
would be to assure that political power will 
remain in the hands of the ruling National 
party, while co-opting the minority “calor- 
- eds’ and Asians and keeping them from 
common action with the country’s blac 
majority of 18.6 million. ἢ 
Blacks would be allowed to participate 


only in the politics of the nominally inde- 
pendent “tribal homelands,” where some 8.6 
million of them live. The 10 million “urban 


‘placks” outside the homelands would have 


no role in the central government and would 
remain subject to severe restrictions over 
every aspect of thelr lives. 

This effort is unlikely to buy the National 
party any respite from foreign criticism. U.S. 
leaders—notably Vice-President Mondale and 
U.S. Ambassador to the UN Andrew Young— 
have asserted that South Africa should aim 
toward a system: of “one man, one vote,” 8. 
formula which Mr. Vorster finds particularly 
offensive. 

The Americans fully understand that “one 
man, one vote” could not be attained over- 
night;_in a society as complex as that of 
South Africa, progress toward such a goal 
must ibe deliberate, and the goal itself might 
long have to be tempered with constitutional 
provisions to protect minority rights. South 


- Africans truly willmg to admit blacks to 


political society might devise different ar- 
rangements, Sut in any event, blacks need 


to ὅθ᾽ represented fully in the councils that- 


design the nation’s evolving system. 

Until South Africa’s suppressed blacks are 
granted basic political rights and liberties, 
outsiders are certainly justified in pressing 
for a system that conforms to democratic 
concepts. Judged against such standards, 
the new charter seems sadly wanting. That 
conclusion has already been reached dy 
leaders of South Africa’s “colored” and 
Asian communities, and by some members of 
white opposition parties as well. Mr. Vors- 
ter’s decision to proceed despite this dissent 
seems a stubborn and futile gesture. It is 


‘unlikely to gain him respite from thé harsh

A Superb Evening With O’Casey 


By John Walker 

ONDON, Sept. 23 ΟΈΤΙ.-- 

Sean O'Caccy’s ‘The Plough 
end the Stars,” set in Ireland's 
Easter Rising of 1916 with its 
street fighting, casa! deaths and 
sudden tragedies, retains a ter- 
rible topicality, although tre 
beauty of the play lies in Ms 
timeless universality, its sense of 
warm humanity that is so pres- 
ent in the new Nationa] Theatre 
production. 

The play caused ricte during 
its early performances at Dublin's 
Abbey Theatre in 1996 and, despite 
Yeats’s indignation—"“You have 
disgraced yourselves again. Is 
this going to be the recurring 
celebration of Irish genius?" he 
shouted εἰ the audience—it is 
not difficult, even now, to see why. 
O’Casey's play is a belittlement 
of the 1916 rising and must have 
seemed offensive tq those who 
fought in it, 

The second act, which counter~ 
points pub scenes of warm hu-~ 
manity and drunken bickering 
with the heroic street oratory of 
Patrick Pearse, succeeds in em- 
phasizing the bollowness of calls 
to arms and makes the patriots 
appear as full of self-deception 
as Flather Good, the tipsy car- 
penter who offers to fight same- 
ene-who has just called a pros~ 
titute a prostitute secure in the 
knowledge that no blows will be 
struck. ‘i 

But, in a wider context, one 
war being much the same as 6Π- 
other, the play delights and as- 
tounds by its sharp reality and 
great humanity, 105 complexity of 
feeling toward the confusion of 
fe that reveals the narrow limt- 
tations of all sicgans, politica! 
or religious. 

Sharp Focus 

O'Casey’s gift for mixing tragedy 
and comedy is well known. But 
it still takes one's ‘breath away 
in the theater and particularly 
in “The Plough and the Stars,” 
with its sharp focus on the in- 
habitants of a rundown tenement. 

In one scene, O'Casey can open 
qn the heartbreak of Nora, try- 
ing to drag her husband Jack, 
8. commandant in the Irish Citi- 
zen. Army, off the streets while 
he pushes her angrily away to go 
to the aid of 2 wounded comrade, 
leaving her weeping on the pave- 
ment—and then switch, without 
hesitation, to Fluther Good, drunk 
as a lord frem looting shops, a 
woman's hat perched crazily on 
his head. 

Be maneges it without any 
feeling of manipulation, although 
elsewhere the play is marred by 
a clumsiness of construction and 
an obtrusive wordiness. 

Bill Bryden’s production is at 
a slow tempo that allows both 
the tragedy and comedy to flower 
besutifully and the characters to 
establish themselves in their full” 
humanity, It carries the play 
movingly through the difficult 
last act, where O'’Casey’s melo- 
dramatic contrivances appear al- 
most & natural reflection of the 
bombastic nature of life itself. 
There are times, in Geolfrey 
Scott's large-scale settings for 
the Olivier Theatre's enormous 
stage, when the characters seem 
isolated from one another.

Isolated Rugby Feats 

Allied fraternizing in World 
War I led to some isolated US. 
rugby feats in Europe in the 
1920s. By then breakaway Amer- 
ican foothall was already 40 years 
oki. In 1933, when the Chicago 
Bears of Bronco Nagurski and 
Red Grange beat the New York 
Giants in the National Football 
League's tirst championship game, 
the winning touchdown was scor- 
ed on 2 igteral from an end. The 
old pictire is striking, but that 
perfect rugby gesture was ata- 
vistic. American rugby was a 
dead ancestor. 


It was resurrected. And a 
boom began in the 1960s when 
football, with its elaborate gear 
and unlimited substitutions, pric- 
ed itself way out of post-school 
amateur range.
